Allies 


‘VOTING IS CLIMAX 


TO FOUR WEEKS’ FIGHT 


Dissolution, Only Alternative 
If Defeated, Would Have 
Caused Political Chaos 


PARIS, Aug. 29. 
foreign office authorized 
following statement: 

“The French government has 
learned with great satisfaction 
that the reichstag has voted by 
a two-thirds majority the laws 
necessary to put into operation 
the Dawes-Young plan, 

‘This is the first consequence 
of the London conference and it 
permits hope for other results in 
the future such as the United 
States and France desire.’’ 


BERLIN, Aug.29-—The turn-about 
forty-eight German Nationalist 
reichstag deputies late this after- 


noon gave the Marx-Stresemann gov- 
ernment a comfortable majority ie 
favor of the London reparations 
agreement. The sensational flop by 
the reactionaries was ostentatiously 
concealed up to the time of the bal- 
loting on the railway bill began, both 
the bank and the debenture laws 
having previously been adopted by 
rising votes, 
Wanted Both Cards 

When the dozen tellers proceeded 
to hand out the ballots to the Nat 
jonatist deputies it was observed 
that they requested both the red and 
white cards, 

The red card was a nogative vote 
and it was exhibited in plain view 
of members of other partion and to 
occupants in the gallery. But scores 
of opera glassé’ from the gullery 
which followed this clumsy display 
of legerdemain on the part of the re- 
actionaries observed the diss ppear- 
ance of the red ballots under the 
seats of these deputies, while the 
white cards, indleating a vote in the 
affirmation of the question at tasue, 
were hastily chucked into the ballot 
box, 

In support of the railway bill £14 
votes were cast, as against 127 votes 
in opposition, which came from the 
Communists and the Ludendorft 
party and 48 Nationalist members, 
the government receiving a majority 
in excess of the constitutional two- 
thirds requirement, 

Climax Spectacular 

The voling on the London agree 
ment supplied a spectacular but not 
sensational climax to four woeks of 
acrimonious partisan warfare on the 
Dawes report, the bulk of which 
was supplied by the German Nation. 
alist party which, up to 24 hours 
ago, kept up an attitude of millitant 
opposition to the London agreement 
and the Marx government, 

The government, by reason of this 
fact, was forced into a position where 
it should be determined to dissolve 
the reichstag and ratify the agree 
ment on its own responsibility in the 
event that the Von Tirpitz party re 
fused to yield. 

In political circles, today's vote ts 
clearly described as 4 signal vietory | 
for the Marx-Stresemann govern- 
ment which, before and since the 
couference in London, had conduct. 
ed a sturdy above board fight for 
the adoption of the Dawes plan. 

At no time did the government 
leave the opposition forces in doubt 
with regard to its determination to 
dissolve the present reichstag tn the 
event the opposition failed to grant 
the government the required major- 
ity. Also it made no concealment of 
its antipathy to such an expedient, 
not only because internal convulsions 
were bound to arise through new 
elections, but chiefly because of its 
consideration for the important stra- 
tegic advantage which would be lost 
to Germany in the event the London 
agreement, or part of it, should be 
exposed to revision through failure 
of its ratification by the present 
reichstag.

“The thousands of Smith men who packed the 
galleries played a valuable part in the demon- 
stration because, although they ecreamed them- 
selves hoarse without necessity, they contributed 
much to the pleture by waving flags and Smith 
banners, showering bits of torn papers and tiny 
flags into the air and displaying big pictures of 
Smith. 

“The Smith demongtration outdid the McAdoo 
demonstration by ten to one in the battle of 
noise, but it was like brass knuckles and black- 
jacks against boxing-gloves. The McAdoo fol- 
lowers did not understand the first principies of 
noise.” 

Meanwhile on the floor the Masses in the 
aisles had begun to move and as they did so 
some of the intricate organization of the demon- 
stration revealed itself. B\verything ‘had begun 
happening with a stddenness of a released 
epring.. At the moment the noise started the 
New York standard sprang from its socket as 
if blown up by gunpowder, and with the vice 
chairman of the board of aléermen holding it 
aloft swept out to the front of the hail, followed 
by the entire New York delegation. As tho 
Times continues: 

“In the meantime, though, with thoroughness 
and an entire absence of confusion, the stan- 
iards of the other states that paraded had been 
ked up, men and wemen who were delegates 
id men and women who were not somehow 
flocked into the aisles. 

“The galleries were foaring, the unsympa- 
thetic delegates, highly interested, had clinibed 
on their chairs, and ‘at one end of the hall a 
group of stalwarts had unfurled some two-score 
bannere bearing Governor Smith's picture, an 
additional band had been brought in from the 
northeast entrance, tho music could not be 
heard ten feet away, and the uninitiated might 
have reached the conclusion that pandemonium 
was reigning. 

“When the band started out with the parade 
it never stopped playing. Noise might come and 
noise might go, but that band was going to play 
right on. Twice the ecornetists had to stop, 
though. The crowd was so dense they could not 
get their cornets to their lips.

Adoo demonstration, couriers arrived at the 
place where the noise was made and most of it 
was turned off by pressing two or three buttons 
and ceasing to turn certain tranks. This gave 
audibility to the band and to the human demén- 
stration. 

But finally it ha@ to come to an end. At 
1.48, an bour and thirteen minutes after the 
demonstration started, Chairman Walsh started 
to call the convention to order, helped by Frank- 
itn Roosevelt, who held up his hand. However, 
even after the other nolse had stopper: 

“The band, stolidly trudging its tong, long 
trail. apparently believed that the day does not 
end until the sun goes down.

Party of Prospectors Headed

REAT ropes of solid silver stretching from 
the roof to the floor! Stalactites of shin- 
ing silver suspended like gorgeous chan- 

icliers from the ceiling! 

Sharp-tipped pyramids of native silver match- 
ing the stalactites which hang like gleaming 
iciclcs above them! 

A floor carpeted with glittering silver beside 
which Cobalt’s famous silver sidewalk would 
look like a German mark! 

A treasure house such as the story tellers of 
the Arabian Nights never dreamed of!

Anvther has it that the cave is much like any 
other cavern in appearance, but that in it are 
stacked like cordwood huge ingots of pure silver.

Just a few days ego Mr. H. Stevens, a New 
York mining engineer, arrived at Bon Echo, 
accompanied by his wife. an old man 
Asseltine from Belleville, with his 
lives in the U.S.A., and a fifth person, who was 
said to be a geologist. Their mission was to 
locate Meyers’ Cave. Old Mr. Asseltine, 
bronzed, weather-beaten face and wide brimmed 
straw hat gave him somewhat the appearance 
of a redskin, was the most optimistic member of 
the party. For had not he a map showing the 
trail to the cave which had been left him by 
his grandfather, who had had it direct from 
John Meyers himself. Meyers and his grand- 
father had been great friends. that’s 
true,” said his sister, a grey-haired woman of 
sixty or more, who, in her khaki breeches, was 
perhaps the most picturesque member of the 
party. “I've seen the papers myself.” It was 
forty years since Mr. Asseltine had been up in 
the country, but he was quite sure he would be 
able to locate the trail, and the three big pine 
trees which were in the neighborhood of the 
mouth of the cave.

ate” self-governing entities, holding their own 
seats in the League of Nations, and at liberty to 
yote against Great Britain or against, one an- 
other there, necessarily involved in the inter- 
national action of Great Britain or of one an- 
other?

The remarkable face in the Big Rock, fam- 
iliarly known to summer visitors as “Old Walt.” 

The Big Rock, which rises sheer out of the 
water for three hundred feet and more, ia one of 
the finest bits of natural that Ontario 
boasts, Its gigantic mass is reminiscent of Gib- 
raltar, and to the Indians of old, who saw the 
Great Spirit in the wonders of nature in a way 
we moderns might well emulate, it was a place 
of great mystery. All along the foot of the tower- 
ing cliff are to be found Indian paintings. Here 
are the undecipherable hieroglyphic records of 
& primitive Canadian people. It is plain to see 
what they are, for the passing of time and the 
wearing process of wind and water have left 
them ged in instances Here are 
drawings of men, deer, wigwams But 
they mean no man knows. Archeologists 
have puzzled over them in vain.

COSMO GOT THE WOOZIES 
ADDRESSING AMERICANS 


In Panic, Noted Author Fled Towards

UBLIC speaking is always an arduous bus!-
